1s it therefore fit any ſhould 
have the buying of Wool, but the Clothier, Wea- 
ver, Spinner, Comber, or other known Worker 
of the ſame ; who though Wool ſhould coſt them 
Twelve Pence per Pound to the 4 Grower, yet 
would have it cheaper, then as now from the Re- 
tailers 


But to prevent the foreſaid Inconveniences ſay 
they, will prejudice the Poor, who cannot have 
Wool ſorted ready to their hand to work; but 
what hinders that the Grower may not ſort his 
Wool, and fel] it out in ſmall Parcels, as well as 
the Retailers: and this Bill is deſign'd to provide 
that the poor Clethiers may have Wool at the 
ficſt rate and hand. 

'Tis computed there has been within the Me- 
mory of Man exported above 300000 Cloths a 
Year, but of late not 50000, The Counties of 
Suffoit, Nor folk, Suffex and Kent have made Cloth 
for Exportation only upwards of Thirty Thouſand 
Clothsa Year, and ſuch Cloths as made a great 
Conſumption of Wodl,and imploy*'d many hands; 
for the Cloths made there were from 23 to 33 
Yards long, and to weigh from 64 to 90 Pounds a 
Cloth, and now not 1000 Clotas a Year. Th: 
"Towns of Reading, Newbery and Bafingſtoak have 
made above 20000 of Cloths 30 Yards long and 
go Pounds weight, now ſcarce any made there, 
the Counties of Devon an] Cornwall have made 
like numbers from 25 to 30 Yards long 6 quar- 
ters broad and weight above 60 Pounds, and now 
very little made there, And in many Towns and 
Pariſhes in Somerſer-ſhire great quantities have 
been made for the Merchant of Cloth from 25 to 
30 yards 6 quarters, and to weigh above 60 

unds * — at aſt, Which Cloths kept 
"Thouſands at Work, made a vaſt Conſumption of 
Wool, and thereby kept up the price of it which 
made the Tenant pay his Landlord well, ſince the 
decay of the Woollen Manufactures, Land is fal- 
len, Subjects impoveriſnt. 

The foreſiid ſhews there is a: decay at home 
and to ſ.tisfy *tis alſo as to the Exportations. The 
Hambrough Company have exported 60000 
Cloths yearly, and of late not 15000. The 
Turky Company have ſhipt- out 40000 Cloths a 
Year, and now not half, and go all Trading Com- 
pam sproportionably as vaſt quantities to Ruſia Cc. 
a!l which is loſt becauſe Cloth is not made accord ·

tain Standard. Beſides, prevent the Glothiers 
forcing the Grower to part with his Wool at what 
low rate he and his Fellow Trades-men have agreed 
to give. The Gentry thus conſulting the Clo- 
thier in the Face of the Country, are unlikely to 
put any unreaſonable price: But this will be a juft 
medium between the owners of Wool and Workers 
thereof, and increaſe the number of Clothiers 
when al} can have Wool at the ſame price,

13. and this will prevent the Eu- 
groſſing and Monoplizing it as now they do, buy - 
ing up great quantities when it bears a low prite, 
which undoes the Grower or Eftated Man, when 
his Tenants can have but little for their Wool:
